THIS  little  volume  is  intended  to  show,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  beginnings  of  the  Jacques  Le  Roux 
(Laroe)  family  in  New  Jersey  and  New  York,  and  to 
trace  the  one  line  in  which  I  am  particularly  interested, 
to  Upper  Canada,  after  the  Revolutionary  war,  and 
back  again  to  the  States — to  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and 

Minnesota.  ±162764 

The  spelling  of  all  names  has  been  retained  exactly 
as  found,  and  the  publishing  of  the  banns  as  finally 
registered  has  been  taken  for  the  marriage  date. 

In  this  work  I  have  had  the  unstinted  assistance  of 
a  descendant,  Helen  La  Rue  Chapin  (Mrs.  Fred  H.) 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  personally  visited  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  New  York  and  parts  of  Canada  to  procure  records 
and  pictures  of  old  homesteads.  It  is  through  her 
generosity,  also,  that  this  book  appears  in  print. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  M.  H. 
Dubbs,  as  well,  for  his  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  La 
Rue  family  by  making  available  his  collection  of  early 
wills  and  other  valuable  material. 

Grateful  recognition  is  due  Mrs.  Mary  D.  La  Rue 
of  Minneapolis  for  her  active  research  work,  and  before 
her  death  in  1936,  Mrs.  Mattie  M.  Davis  of  Fargo, 
N.  D.  rendered  invaluable  service  by  furnishing  early 
Bible  records  of  the  family,  and,  also,  a  rare  old  ambro- 
type  of  her  grandfather,  Samuel  La  Rue. 

If  the  data  herein  recorded  should  help  any  of  the 
descendants  to  prove  their  line  back  to  this  fine  French 
Huguenot  ancestor,  my  mission  will  have  been  happily 
fulfilled.

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FIRST  GENERATION 


Jacques  Le  Roux  first  appears  in  the  records  of  New 
Harlem,  August  25,  1673,  when  he  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  as  Jaco  el  Roey,  a  young  man.  He  was  also 
called  Jeams,  Jacobus,  and  Jacob.  The  surname  is  vari¬ 
ously  spelled,  Le  Roux,  Laroe,  Larue,  La  Rue,  and 
Lereau. 

The  parents  of  Jacques  Le  Roux  were  probably 
Pierre  and  Jannetje  (Peter  and  Jane).  There  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  that  the  father  died  at  sea  on  the  voyage  over  and 
the  mother  landed  in  New  Amsterdam  about  1670, 
with  three  children,  Jacques,  Susanna,  and  Abraham. 
They  undoubtedly  came  from  France,  stopping  for  a 
time  at  Mannheim  in  the  Paltz,  as  was  the  custom  of 
many  of  the  French  Huguenots.  Jacques  Le  Roux  was 
born  in  1657.  He  married  Wybrecht,  daughter  of 
Hendrick  Teunisz  Helling  of  Bergen,  N.  J.,  their  cer¬ 
tificate  from  Bergen,  January  25,  1681,  showing  that 
he  was  from  Mannheim  in  the  Paltz  and  she  was  from 
Bergen. 

On  November  7,  1673,  Jacques  Le  Roux  was 
appointed  one  of  the  soldiers  to  serve  on  the  night 
watch  at  New  Harlem.  In  1677  we  find  that  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  New 
York.  From  the  beginning,  there  had  been  a  close 
affiliation  between  him  and  the  Demarest  family  of 
New  Harlem.  David  Demarest,  the  head  of  this  fam¬ 
ily,  was  a  French  Huguenot,  also  coming  to  the  New 
World  by  way  of  Mannheim  on  the  Rhine.  After  ren¬ 
dering  prominent  service  in  New  Harlem  for  many 
years,  he  decided  in  1678  to  establish  a  French  Colony 
on  what  was  called  the  “French  Patent,”  a  short  dis- 
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tance  from  the  village  of  Hackensack,  N.  J.  Jacques 
Le  Roux  accompanied  him  thither  and  assisted  in 
forming  a  French  Church  in  the  new  settlement. 
Unfortunately,  none  of  the  records  of  this  church  have 
ever  been  found  but  several  of  Jacques’  children  were 
undoubtedly  baptized  here,  their  marriage  certificates 
disclosing  that  they  were  born  in  Hackensack. 

After  the  death  in  1693  of  David  Demarest,  the  patri¬ 
arch  of  the  colony,  the  church  rapidly  declined,  and 
Jacques  Le  Roux  took  a  letter  to  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  of  Hackensack,  April  5,  1696,  where  his  last 
six  children  were  baptized.  At  his  death,  he  left  a 
large  estate,  including  six  hundred  acres  of  land  at 
Ramapo,  N.  J.,  upon  which  two  of  his  sons,  Hendrick 
and  Samuel,  were  already  settled.  His  will  was  dated 
at  Hackensack,  November  14,  1728  and  proved  Sep¬ 
tember  2,  1730.  His  wife  Wybrecht  survived  him.

WILL  OF  JACQUES  LE  ROUX  (LAROE) 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  this  November  14th  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  Christ  1728  and  in  the  second  year  of 
his  Majesty’s  Reign,  I,  James  Laroe,  of  the  County  of 
Bargin  and  in  the  province  of  East  New  Jersey,  Yeo- 
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man,  being  well  in  helth  and  of  a  perfect  mind  and 
memory,  thanks  be  given  unto  God,  therefore,  Calling 
to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it 
is  appointed  for  men  once  to  Dye,  do  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  will  and  Testament,  that  is,  to  say  princi¬ 
pally  and  first  of  all  I  give  and  recommend  my  Soul 
into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  that  gave  it,  hoping 
through  the  merrits,  Death  and  Passion  of  my  Sav¬ 
iour  Jesus  Christ  to  have  full  and  free  pardon  and  for¬ 
giveness  of  all  my  sins  and  to  Inherit  Everlasting  life, 
and  my  body  I  commit  to  the  Earth  to  be  Decently 
burried  at  the  discretion  of  my  Executors  hereafter 
named,  nothing  Doubting  but  at  the  General  Resur¬ 
rection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty 
power  of  God  and  as  touching  such  Worldly  Estate 
wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life, 
I  give,  Devise,  and  Dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following 
manner  and  form,  that  is  to  stay,  First  I  will  that  all 
those  debts  and  Duties  as  I  owe  in  right  of  conscience 
in  any  manner  of  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  shall 
be  well  and  truly  Contented  and  paid  or  ordained  to 
be  paid  in  Convenient  time  after  my  Decease  by  my 
Executors  Hereafter  named,  out  of  my  estate. 

Item.  I  give  unto  my  well  beloved  wife  Wybrogh 
the  whole  management  of  my  whole  Estate  both  Rail 
and  personal  during  her  Natural  life  and  after  her 
Decease  to  be  Disposed  of  as  followeth,  that  is  to  Say — 

I  give  unto  my  son  Hendrick  Laroe  that  two  hun¬ 
dred  Acres  of  Land  where  he  now  liveth  at  Ramopoe 
with  one  hundred  Acres  of  Woodland  where  the  said 
Hendrick  shall  think  most  convenient  for  his  planta¬ 
tion,  which  said  Land  shall  remain  unto  the  said  Hen¬ 
drick  Laroe  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  Ever  for 
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the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  lawful  money  of  the 
provence  aforesaid. 

I  give  unto  my  son  Samuel  Laroe  that  two  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  where  the  said  Samuel  now  liveth  at 
Ramapoo,  with  two  hundred  Acres  of  Woodland  where 
he  the  said  Samuel  shall  think  most  Convenient  for  his 
plantation,  which  said  land  shall  remain  unto  the  said 
Samuel  Laroe  and  to  his  heirs  and  Assigns  for  Ever, 
for  the  Vallew  of  one  hundred  pounds  Current  Law¬ 
ful  money  of  the  provence  aforsed. 

I  give  unto  my  son  Abraham  Laroe  the  two  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  where  he  now  liveth  at  Kirdackemak 
with  the  House,  Barn  and  other  Priviledges  to  the  said 
two  hundred  Acres  belonging,  with  the  choice  of  three 
Cows  and  three  Horses  with  the  plough,  narrow  wag¬ 
on  and  elevisse  and  gears  to  the  same  belonging,  with 
all  the  furniture  and  Household  Goods,  the  weving 
Loom  and  Gears  belong  to  the  same  which  said  and 
Other  things  herein  mentioned  shall  be  and  remain 
unto  the  said  Abraham  Laroe  and  to  his  heirs  and 
assigns  for  Ever,  he  the  said  Abraham  allowing  for  the 
same  One  hundred  pounds  lawful  money  of  the  prov¬ 
ence  aforesaid. 

I  will  that  Elizabeth  Laroe,  Daughter  of  my  son 
Peter  Laroe,  shall  have  one  two  year  old  Hefer  before 
any  other  Division  be  made  of  my  Estate  as  being 
daughter  of  my  Eldest  Son,  and  all  the  rest  of  my  other 
estate  that  I  have  both  Rail  and  personal  shall  be  sold 
to  the  best  advantage  and  that  sum  of  money  with  the 
three  hundred  pounds  which  the  said  Hendrick,  Sam¬ 
uel,  and  Abraham  Laroe  must  allow  for  their  land 
shall  be  Equally  Devided  amongst  my  children  and 
grandchildren  hereafter  named,  that  is  to  say,  Hen-

drick,  Samuel,  Abraham,  Janneche,  Mary,  Ann,  Mar¬ 
garet,  and  the  children  of  my  daughter  Angenische  and 
the  children  of  my  daughter  Susana  and  the  child  of 
Peter  Laroe. 

One  tenth  part  to  Hendrick,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  one  tenth  part  to  Samuel,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  one  tenth  part  to  Abraham,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  one  tenth  part  to  Janneche  her  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  one  tenth  part  to  Mary  her  heirs  and  assigns,  and 
one  tenth  part  to  Ann  her  heirs  and  assigns,  and  one 
tenth  part  to  Margrit  her  heirs  and  assigns,  and  one 
tenth  part  to  the  children  of  daughter  Angenische 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  one  tenth  part  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  my  daughter  Susana,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
and  one  tenth  part  to  the  child  of  Peter  Laroe  her 
heirs  and  assigns,  And  I  do  hereby  ordain  my  well 
beloved  sons  Hendrick  Laroe,  Samuel  Laroe,  Abraham 
Laroe  to  be  my  Sole  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament  and  I  do  hereby  utterly  disallow,  Revoke 
and  Disannull  all  and  every  other  former  Testament 
and  Wills  and  I  do  by  these  presents  ratevie  and  Con¬ 
firm  this  to  be  my  Last  Will  and  Testament.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I,  Hendrick  Laroe  of 
Ramapogh  in  the  County  of  Bergen  and  Eastern  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  province  of  New  Jersey,  yeoman,  being 
sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of  a  perfect  mind  and  mem- 
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ory,  thanks  be  to  God,  do  make  and  ordain  this  my 
last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing,  first  I  commit  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty 
God  and  my  body  to  be  burried  at  the  discretion  of  my 
Executors  hereafter  named  and  as  touching  the  dispo¬ 
sition  of  all  such  temporal  estate  as  it  hath  pleased  Al¬ 
mighty  God  to  bestow  upon  me.  I  give  and  dispose 
thereof  as  followeth.  First  I  will  that  all  my  just  debts 
and  funeral  charges  shall  be  honorably  paid  and  dis¬ 
charged. 

Item.  I  give  unto  my  eldest  son  Jacobus  Laroe  three 
pounds  lawful  money  in  right  of  his  primogeniture  or 
birth  right. 

Item.  I  give  unto  my  said  son  Jacobus  Laroe  one 
fourth  part  of  that  tract  of  land  lying  at  Ramapogh 
in  the  County  of  Bergen  where  I  now  dwell  on,  which 
was  to  contain  about  five  hundred  and  forty  eight 
acres.  The  said  Jacobus  Laroe  is  to  have  it  at  that  place 
where  he  now  dwells  thereof  bearing  even  date  with 
these  presents,  To  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Jacobus 
Laroe,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  subject  neverthe¬ 
less  to  the  raising  of  portions  of  the  rest  of  my  children 
as  hereafter  shall  be  directed. 

Item.  I  give  unto  my  son  Lambartees  Laroe  one 
fourth  part  out  of  my  said  tract  of  land,  it  being  the 
South  West  part  of  said  tract  adjoining  next  to  Samuel 
Laroe’s  according  to  the  said  map  or  cart  of  division 
thereof.  To  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Lambartees 
Laroe,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  subject  neverthe¬ 
less  to  the  raising  of  portions  for  the  rest  of  my  children 
as  shall  hereafter  be  directed. 
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Item.  I  give  unto  my  son  Arie  Laroe  one  fourth 
part  of  the  aforesaid  tract  of  land  next  adjoining  to 
my  son  Jacobus  Laroe  at  the  North  East  side  thereof 
according  to  the  aforesaid  map  or  cart  of  division  made 
thereof,  To  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Arie  Laroe, 
his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  subject  nevertheless  to  the 
raising  of  portions  for  the  rest  of  my  children. 

Item.  I  give  unto  my  son  John  Laroe  the  remainder 
full  fourth  part  out  of  the  said  tract  of  land  lying  be¬ 
tween  my  said  sons  Jacobus  and  Lambartees  their  lotts 
where  I  now  dwell  on,  also  according  to  the  aforesaid 
map  or  cart  of  the  division  thereof.

Jacobus  Laroe  (the  spelling  here  changes  to  Larue 
or  La  Rue)  was  baptized,  April  2, 1721,  at  Hackensack, 
N.  J.  He  was  married  March  12,  1742,  in  the  First 
Reformed  Church  of  Passaic,  N.  J.,  to  Rebecca  Ber- 
tholf,  daughter  of  Crynis  (Quirinus)  Bertholf  (Rev. 
Guilliam  I)  and  Annetje  Ryerson.  The  marriage  rec¬ 
ord  reads,  “Married  March  12,  1742,  Jacobus  La  Row, 
y.  m.  Born  up  Rampoogh.  Rebecca  Bertholf.  Single. 
Born  up  Hackensack.  Living  up  Pompton.” 

Rebecca,  the  wife  of  Jacobus  Larue,  was  baptized 
March  15,  1724,  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of 
Hackensack.  The  first  child,  Maria  (Mary)  was  bap¬ 
tized  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Pompton  Plains, 
N.  J.,  Aug.  18,  1744,  with  Hendrick  Leeru  and  Maritje 
(Maria  or  Mary),  parents  of  Jacobus,  as  witnesses. 

In  June  1753,  Jacobus  was  living  on  land  at  Ramapo, 
N.  J.,  which  afterward  became  his  through  the  will  of 
his  father,  Hendrick.  But  in  1765  he  removed  with 
his  family  to  Warwick,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  not  far 
from  the  .New  Jersey  line. 

The  Pension  record  of  his  son  Hendrick  (or  Henry) 
states  that  he  (Henry)  was  born  Oct.  7,  1755,  in  Ber¬ 
gen  County,  N.  J.,  and  lived  there  until  about  10 
years  of  age,  when  his  father  moved  to  Warwick, 
N.  Y. 

Then  we  have  the  following  from  Bergen  County 
Deeds,  Vol.  E;  p.  113: — “25  March  1765,  Jacobus  Laroe 
of  Ramapo,  yeoman,  and  Rebecca,  his  wife,  sell  for

Saddle  River,  being  J4  part  of  a  tract  of  land  of  Hen-

He  mar¬ 
ried  first,  February  24,  1780,  in  Morris  Co.,  N.  J., 
Marritje  (Mary)  Mandeville,  daughter  of  Peter 
Mandeville  and  Maria  Bertholf  of  Pompton  Plains, 
N.  J.  His  wife  Mary  was  born  in  Pompton  Plains, 
November  9,  1753. 

In  1765,  at  the  age  of  ten  years,  Henry  La  Rue  accom¬ 
panied  his  father  Jacobus  to  Warwick,  N.  Y.,  from 
which  place  he  served  during  the  Revolutionary  war 
as  a  private  in  the  Warwick  regiment  under  Col.  John 
Hathorn. 

Five  years  after  the  close  of  the  war,  he  removed 
with  his  family  to  the  Township  of  Young,  County 
of  Leeds,  in  Upper  Canada,  probably  attracted  thither 
by  the  liberal  inducements  offered  to  settlers.

Henry  La  Rue  of  Oneonto  aged .  Born  Bergen 

Co.,  N.  J.  Oct.  7,  1755  and  resided  there  until  about  10 
years  of  age,  when  father  moved  to  Warwick,  Orange 
Co.,  N.  Y.  and  resided  there  during  Revolutionary 
war  and  until  his  death.  Henry  entered  service  there 
as  a  volunteer  on  last  day  of  June  or  July  1st  in  Com¬ 
pany  of  Capt.  Peter  Bertholf  in  Col.  John  Haythorn’s 
Regt.  Heard  of  Independence  being  declared  while  at 
the  fort.  About  half  of  the  Company  was  discharged, 
as  there  were  twice  as  many  men  as  were  needed, 
Henry  La  Rue  being  of  the  number.  Relates  an  inci¬ 
dent  which  greatly  impressed  him  (this  being  his  first 
service).  There  was  a  spring  between  Fort  and  river 
at  which  a  Continental  was  placed,  with  a  small  wood¬ 
en  dish  therein.  That  his  (Henry  La  Rue’s)  Capt. — 
Bertholf — instead  of  drinking  out  of  the  dish,  attempt¬ 
ed  to  dip  up  the  water  with  his  hat  and  received  a  rap 
over  the  head  with  a  musket  from  said  Continental. 
That  his  Captain  should  be  chastised  by  a  private  sol¬ 
dier  made  a  strong  impression  upon  Henry  La  Rue. 
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On  last  of  November  marched  with  Capt.  Bertholf’s 
Company  to  Tappan,  on  Hudson  River  and  continued 
in  service  until  about  Jan.  20th  following.  Was  em¬ 
ployed  in  scouting  and  protecting  the  property  of  the 
Whigs  from  the  Tories  and  cowboys.  In  1777  volun¬ 
teered  in  Capt.  Blaue’s  Company  and  went  to  the 
Ramapo  River — 6  weeks  or  more  service  on  scouting 
duty.  Were  without  provisions  for  3  days.  A  steer  with 
a  bell  on  came  out  of  the  woods  and  the  militia  shot 
it,  for  which  they  were  reprimanded  by  Col.  Werner 

who  was  present.  11627 64 

In  same  year  went  on  alarm  of  Indians  to  Delaware 
River  with  Capt.  Bertholf — two  weeks.  Responded  to 
such  calls  several  times. 

In  Feb.  1779  joined  Capt.  Andrew  Miller’s  Company 
and  went  to  West  Point.  Worked  on  the  Fort  until 
taken  ill  and  discharged  a  few  days  after — 2  months 
service.  In  1778 — fall — served  six  weeks  at  Tappan  in 
Capt.  David  Ambler’s  Company  and  in  1779  joined 
Capt.  John  Min  thorn’s  Company  as  a  volunteer.  Serv¬ 
ice  during  years  1776  to  1781  being  called  out  by  ap¬ 
proach  of  Indians  or  trouble  with  Indians,  and  esti¬ 
mates  his  entire  service  as  not  less  than  two  years. 

In  1788  he  removed  to  the  town  of  Young  in  Prov¬ 
ince  of  Upper  Canada  and  remained  until  1806,  when 
he  removed  to  Otsego  County,  N.  Y.  where  he  still 
lives.

He  came  to  this  country  to  instruct  Holland 
colonists  in  the  Bible  and  catechism,  and  in  1693  the 
churches  of  Hackensack  and  Acquackanonck  (now 
Passaic)  united  to  send  him  to  the  Classis  of  Middle- 
burg,  Holland,  to  be  ordained  to  become  their  pastor. 
Returning  to  America  in  1694,  he  immediately  en¬ 
tered  upon  his  pastoral  work.  In  that  year  he  formed 
the  Tappan  Church  and  for  the  next  fifteen  years  all 
new  Reformed  Churches  in  New  Jersey  and  some  in 
New  York,  were  founded  and  cared  for  by  him. 

After  a  life  of  most  useful  service  as  a  pastor,  adviser, 
and  teacher,  he  died  shortly  after  1726.
